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The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective (see 37 CFR 
1.175 and MPEP § 1414) because of the following: 

The statement in the oath as to the error in the patent is not sufficient. The statement 
states terms have not been distinguished over the art. However, there is only one term 
mentioned and it is not found in the claims. Also, it is not clear as to the other terms 
that applicants feel have not been distinguished over the prior art of record. 

Claims 1 to 58 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue oath under 
35U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the same is set forth in the discussion above in this 
Office action. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1, 5 to 13, 20, 28, 32 to 40, 47 and 55 to 57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Shinoda et al (EP 279,744) in view of Lee et al (WO 
96/32520) and Talvacchio et al (Ep 364068). 

The Shinoda et al reference teaches a method of creating a PDP with a 

magnesium oxide layer. A front plate and a back plate are bonded together. There is 

< 

an MgO layer on the front plate. There are electrodes on both plates and a fluorescent 
layer. A charge gas is then introduced between the two bond plates, note figures. The 
charge gas can be xenon gas mixed with an inert gas. The gas pressure is around 600 
torr, note page 3. The sole difference between the instant claims and the prior art is the 
deposition means of the MgO. However, the Lee et al reference teaches electron beam 
deposition of MgO onto substrates creating a thin film, pages 8. The Talvacchio et al 
reference teaches that MgO can be deposited onto a substrate with varying orientations 
which includes (110) and (010), note page 1. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the Shinoda et al process by the teachings of the Lee 
et al and Talvacchio et al references to deposit using an electron beam at a specific 
orientation in order to create a uniform low scatter dielectric layer increasing the use of 
the device. 

Response to Applicants' Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed September 7, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 
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Applicants' argument concerning the declaration is noted. However, there is no 
explanation as to how charge and charging are to be considered the same. Also, there 
is no reasoning still for the other changes and additional claims. 

Applicants' argument concerning the Shinoda et al reference has been 
considered and not deemed persuasive. The Shinoda et al reference does teach higher 
amounts of xenon gas then argued. The reference is not as limited in scope of xenon 
gas content as set forth, note figures also. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
